Alberta‘s 102,560,000 

Prairie wheat production in west- 
ern Canada is expected to be 318,- 
414,500’ bushels this year, according 
oan estimate. issued by the North 


.| West Line Elevators association. 


The estimate was based on a prai- 
rie wheat acreage figure of the Do- 
minion bureau of statistics of 22,- 
992,000. acres and yields per acre 
were compiled from returns received 
from 93 per cent. of country points 
in the three prairie provinces. 

Manitoba’s wheat yield is forecast 
at 41,200,500 bushels, Saskatch¢wan 
at 174,654,000 bushels and Alberta 
102,560,000 bushels. 

The overall prairie wheat yield per 
acre. is estimated at 13.8 bushels, 
Manitoba is expected to yield an av- 
erage of 16.5 bushels to the acre, 
Saskatchewan 12.4 bushels and Al- 
berta 16.0. bushes, nS; 

Oats production in the ‘three* prai- | 
rie provinces was set at 181 ,635,400 | 
bushels an average yield per acre of 
23.0 bushels. Total barley yield was 
estimated at 131,203,500 for an over- 
all yield of 18.7 bushels to the acre. 

A rye crop of 12,311,200 bushels 
was predicted for the prairie west, 
showing an average yield per acre 
of 11.5 bushels, _ 

Production of flax in the three 
prairie provinces was estimated at 
10,193,600 bushels for a per acre 
yield of 7.2 bushels.
